P len ty o f Gold in A laska. 
W ashington, Od. 24.—James Sheak- 
ley, governor of Alaska, in his annual 
report to the secretary of the interior, 
says: 
“There is greaf encouragement 
in the outlook for the Alaskan gold 
mines. 
During the year ending the 
first of this month, $2,300,000 in gold 
bullion has been taken from the mines, 
the greater part being the product of 
low grade ores, much of which yielded 
less than $4 per ton.

Mr. Mahoney then endeavored to 
have his name placed on the ballot 
under the head of populist nomina 
lions, on the ground that he was nom- 
nated to fill a vacancy. 
The matter 
was referred to the attorney general’s 
department. 
The opinion written by 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Erdall, is as follow* 
You request the official opinion of this office in 
relation to the following question: 
A person 
nominated by a political party in this state (or 
the office of member of congress files his certifi­ 
cate of nomination nineteen days before the 
day fixed by law for the election, and you refuse 
to file the certificate on the ground that it has 
not been filed in time. Ile then sends on a cor 
tificate of nomination signed by the chairman 
and secretary of the congressional committee of 
the district, which certifies that the first certifi­ 
cate filed by the nominee has become inopera­ 
tive by reason of not having been filed in time, 
and that a vacancy has thereby been caused, 
and that said congressional committee has nom­ 
inated the person referred to to fill such va­ 
cancy. 
You Inquire whether the facts sit forth in the 
certificate of the chaii man and secretary of the 
congressional committee referred to constitute 
a vacancy within the meaning of section 24 of 
chapter 288 of the laws of 1892. 
The requirement that certificates cf nomina­ 
tions for offices to be voted for in any district 
embracing more than m e county shall be filed 
with the secretary of state not more than forty 
days nor less than twenty days before the day 
fixed by law for the election, contained in sec 
tion 22 of chapter 288 aforesaid, is mandatory 
and the secretary of state is in duty bound to 
refuse to file a certificate presented to him less 
than twenty days before the election. This 
proposition has been decided in a recent case in 
the state of New York, viz: In the matter of 
the application of William ll. Cudebsch, etc., 3 
Appellate division reports of the Supreme Court 
page 103. 
Moreover, the facts stated by you do not, it 
seems to us, constitute a vacancy within the 
meaning of said section 24 of chapter 288, so as 
to authorize you to file the certificate of nomi­ 
nation certified by the chairman and secretary 
of the congressional com rnittee. 
Raid section 
24 expressly applies to a case where tile vacancy 
has been caused by the declination macle in 
writing, as provided by section 24, or the death 
of the nominee, or it may be a vacancy caused 
by the insufficiency of the certificate of nomina­ 
tion or Hie uc initiation papers. In the c ase as­ 
sumed, uo vacancy has been caused either by 
the death or declination of the nominee, nor 
wa> the certificate of 
nomination originally 
filed insufficient, but it was filed too late. 
It 
seems to us quite clear that said section 24 has 
no application tothe case assumed by you. 
We thiuk it even more clear that said section 
24 has no application to a case where the nomi­ 
nee seeks to file with you after the time pre­ 
scribed by law for filing certificates of nomina­ 
tion, a certificate of nomination signed by the 
secretary and chairman of the congressional 
committee upor the theory that a vacancy ex­

a t th e N ew York Bar. 
About the court house there are often 
Been two members of the bar of this 
city who are still in active practice 
although they have attained a green 
old age. 
These two men and many 
other members of the bar who are close 
to or beyond the seventh decade would 
give the idea that the practice of law 
tends to foster longevity or that it 
has not the septic influences which 
may tend to shorten life in some other 
walks of a busy world. 
There is an 
age limit, seventy years, for the judges, 
but there is no limit as to age for the 
members of the bar. So that while now 
and then a judge is obliged to leave tho 
bench wrhen his wisdom has been rip­ 
ened by seventy years of experience 
there are members of the km* practic 
Ing away beyond that limit. 
The law 
seems to be a vocation to wljjch men 
usually cling to the end. 
In many 
other callings men plan to retire when 
they have made their pile, but among 
the men who have retired from active 
business few* lawyers are found. When 
£ member of the bar does not feel like 
digging along in the active business of 
an attorney he devotes himself solely 
to counsel work or delegates the active 
attorney work to clerks or attorneys 
whom he employs. 
The value of the 
opinion of a lawyer who has kept at 
work is, as a rule, considered to in­ 
crease with his years. 
of a promising young lawyer of 40 
years, indicating the length of the study 
of the science. With the modern codes, 
digests, and countless other reference 
books, there has been a great shorten­ 
ing of the time in which proficiency 
could formerly be attained, but there is 
still a marked demand for old heads. 
The oldest man at the bar of this city 
is William Cookson Carpenter, 
who 
was 93 years of age on July 30 last. 
He wa^ in the county court house last 
week on a case. 
His eyes are bright 
and shrewd, and he might easily pass 
for 70. 
He was born in New Bruns­ 
wick, and has peen in practice in this 
city for sixty years. 
The other old 
member of the bar referred to is ex- 
Recorder James M. Smith. Mr. Smith 
has been engaged in the most difficult 
cases in the higher courts all his life, 
and has always been considered one of 
the most careful men in the prepara­ 
tion of a case and one of the best men 
before judge or jury at the bar. 
He 
is large and tall and walks still with 
a firm step. He has tried several cases 
in the last two years, but has not been 
about much during the last six months. 
He is reticent about his age, but it 
must be close on to 90. 
Lawyer Car­ 
penter said to the writer that the ex- 
recorder, while not stating his age, had 
told him that he outdid him, and was 
in fact the oldest lawyer at the bar. 
Lawyer Carpenter added with con­ 
scious pride that he was sure that Mr. 
Smith's claim to be the oldest at the 
bar could not be sustained. It may be 
that Mr. Smith was only trying to take 
Mr. Carpenter down a peg.—New York 
Sun.

It is well known that California is 
the land of fruits and flowers, so it will 
not be a surprise to read about an im­ 
mense rose bush >n California which 
looks like an enormous bouquet. 
At 
the top on one side hang clusters of 
pure white roses. In the middle at the 
top are red roses, blooming in profu­ 
sion. Pink roses hang in gay garlands 
at the top on the other 3ide. All over 
the bush are branches of roses of other 
lines and colors. 
The 
delicate 
La 
France, the white Mme. Planties, two 
varieties of Homer roses, the Pauline, 
Lebau, the Black Prince, the Castilian 
and the white Lamarque lend variety 
and attest their prolific blooms to the 
vfruity of the stock upon which ‘hey 
were grafted. 
The owner of this rose 
bouquet is H. L. Barker, who is con­ 
fected with the state bureau of mining. 
Once there were thirteen distinct vari­ 
eties of roses on the bush, but tho tea 
toses grafted on proved to be short­ 
lived and only the hardier varieties 
kave survived. There are enough now, 
light in all, to make the bush a curi­ 
osity. 
Mr. Barker’s explanation 
is 
that he likes to experiment with plants 
and this rose bush is about 15 years 
old. 
Branch after branch 
has 
been 
grafted on. 
The original stock is the 
‘June or cabbage rose. 
The width at 
the top is not less than twenty-five feet 
and the height equals the width. There 
are many stocks or trunks springing 
from the roots. 
Carbon is plentifully 
supplied to Intensify the color of the 
blossoms.—Troy Tribune.

Stopping a G reat Ship. 
The time required to arrest the mo­ 
tion of a ship and bring it to a stand­ 
still can be accurately determined by 
calculations. 
These calculations have 
been recently made for several well 
known ships. 
To stop the Etruria, 
whose displacement is 9,680 tons,horse­ 
power 14,321 and speed 20.18 knots an 
hour, two minutes and forty-seven sec­ 
onds are required, and during the proc­ 
ess of stopping the ship will 
forge 
ahead 2,464 feet, or nearly one-half a 
mile. 
The United States cruiser Co­ 
lumbia. with a displacement of 7,350 
tons, 17,991 horse-power and a speed of 
22.8 knots, can be stopped in two min­ 
utes and fifteen seconds and within a 
space of 2,147 feet. The Cushing, Unit­ 
ed States navy, whose displacement is 
only 105 tons and horse-power 1,754, 
With a speed of 22.48 knots, can ba 
Stopped within a distance of 301 feet in 
18.4 seconds. 
is supposed to be going at full speed, 
and the stoppage produced by revers­ 
ing the action of the propeller.—Pen 
and Press.
